Claim 1 (currently amended): A system for collecting data through the Internet, 
w i th th e systom charactorizod by th e inclus i on of comprising a means for producing of 
a rrang i ng and editing personal-life information/advice in a question-and-answer format 
that includes a plurality of questions for obtaining desired data requested by businesses 
and or other organizations; a means for supplying the produced and edited personaMife 
information/advice , including a plurality of Questions, to an individual user, who can 
receive the information at any time; a means for sele cting collecting and analyzing the 
aforementioned desired data from a n based on the individual user's answers to a 
plurality of questions when the individual user is obtaining th a t u se r is obta i ning the 
personal-life information/advice; and a means for supplying the desired data , after it has 
been collected and analyzed, to the appropriate business uoor businesses or other 
organization that reguested the desired data . 

Claim 2 (currently amended): A data-collecting system, as claimed in Claim 1, in 
which the systom part i cul a r l y i nc l ud es comprising a computer system that includes a 
set of databases and a central processing unit, with wherein the set of databases 
including a personal-life information/advice database, in which a plurality of personal-life 
information/advice (for e xampl e , div i nat i on) is recorded; an individual-users database, 
in which each individual user is registered and in which are recorded personal data 
identifying an individual user, s uch a s th e us e r's name, g e nder, oddrocs. t e l e phon e 
numbor, and s o on, in order for the user to be able to access the personal-life 
information/advice, as well as ©ueb other data as including the user's access counts 
and answers to [[a]] the plurality of questions that were inserted into the personal-life 
information/advice; a business-users database, in which businesses and other 
organizations are registered in order for them to be able to request that specified 
desired data be obtained; a data-requests database in which are recorded a p l ura li ty of 
K e rns or subjoct aroac concerning which roquocto for data havo boon mado by 
bus i noes u so rs the Questions data and research results data based on answers to the 
Questions ; and a financial records database, in which are recorded various financia l 
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r e cord s a variety of financial information , including credits du to thg individual users 
and the business /organizatioq -users in connection with the use of this syst m; and 
Jh -central processing-unit-eontaining-a means of recording th^names'ana " 
identification numbers of users in the individual-users database a«4 or the business- 
users database, upon receipt of a signal, sent through the Internet, from the terminal 
computer of an individual user or business-user request i ng ctatuo for authentication as 
a user; a means of receiving a request from a terminal computer of an Individual user A 
of referring to the pers onal-life information/advice database, and of transmitting to that 
lb© user from tho p e rsona l-ti fo information database suitable personal-life 
information/advice (for oxamp le , d i vination) that is selected according to the interests of 
that individual user; a means of recording into the data-requests database the 
business-users' requests for data to be obtained upon receipt of a request from a 
terminal computer of sueh-a business-user; a means of referring to the data-requests 
database and selecting the type of data to be obtained, thereby to formulate questions 
to be inserted into the personal-life information/advice being provided to individual 
users; a means of recording and storing in the individual-users database individual 
users' answers to the questions in the personal-life information/advice, upon receipt of 
[[a]] the individual user's answers to those questions; a means of accessing the 
individual-users database and the data-requests database so as to analyze the totality 
of data accumulated in the Individual-users database in order to prepare appropriate 
research-results reports to be transmitted to the terminal computers of the business- 
users; and a means for maintaining in the financial records database a variety of 
financial records, including fees to be imposed on individual users or business-users for 
the use of this system. 

Claim 3 (currently amended): A data-collecting system, as is claimed in Claim 1, 
in which the system includes a means for paying to individual users [[the]] a 
remuneration prev i ous l y provided in advance [[for]] by the business-users for 
responding to requests for data from the business-users . 

Claim 4 (currently amended): A data-collecting system, as is claimed in Claim 1, 
in which the personal personal-life information/advice m e ntion e d abovo includes 
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information concerning premiums or prizes being offered to the individual users by a 
business or other organization. 

Claim 5 (currently amended): A data-collecting system, as is claimed in Claim 1, 
in which an individual-user's terminal computer is a portab l e * to l ophono cellular phone or 
other type of mobile terminal. 

Claim 6 (currently amended): A data-collecting system, as is claimed in Claim 1, 
in which the contents of fl]e_ research questions comprise a first question unit that has a 
keyword by which the personal-life information/advice that relates to the everyday 
personal life of the individual user is automatically selected; a second question unit for 
obtaining the individual- user's opinions relating to the individual- user's living area; and a 
third question unit that matches the individual- user's opinions, evaluations, impressions, 
knowledge, and so on, with the data requests of business users; whereby the Individual 
user can select at least one [[of]] question to be answered from plural alternative 
questions. 

Claim 7 (currently amended): A data-collecting system, as is claimed in Claim 
[[5]] 1, in which a m e ans for oolleot i ng data can also distribute suitable personal-life 
information/advice is distributed to an individual te-a user on the basis of the 
accumulated data-collecting results or the individual- user's answer, selected from 
among plural alternatives, to the questions, when data is collected us i ng th e date ' 
co l l e cting syste m. 

Claim 8 (new): A data-collecting system, as is claimed in Claim 2, in which the 
individual-users database includes the user's name, gender, address, telephone 
number, age, occupation, marital status, and nationality. 
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
